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Last week I told you about say- 
ing and preserving fence posts, 
so this week I shall undertake to 
tell you how I think we might 
grow our fence posts, It seems 
to me that one of our outstanding 
problems of the future is to be 
the growing or securing of fence 
posts which will stand for a suf- 
ficient number of years to pay 
us to use them, I have hired help 
and placed pine posts which were 
a disappointment. I have used 
good pine posts which had the ap- 
pearance of lasting a_ life-time, 
but in about five years they would 
begin to fail. If we can secure 
a post for the price of one cent 
per year per post we are doing 
pretty well. I told you how to 
have your posts treated and if 
this is done your posts should last 
you more than 20 years, You can 
cut and treat your posts for less 
than 20 cents each. Anyway, we 
must look for a new source or 
supply of posts and I believe we 
should begin now as we can plain- 
ly see that the supply is complete- 
ly exhausted. In my feeble way 
IT have made a study of the ma- 
terials from which posts might 
be made and I have reached the 
conclusion that there is one va- 
riety of wood which we can grow 
in this section and which will 
make us a post which will last a 
life time. This wood or tree is 
commonly known as the mock or- 
ange or the osage orange. ‘The 
correct name is bois d’are, T shall 
spell the name in a simple way 
from now on and it shall be 
bodark, There is quite an impor- 
tance to be attached to bodark 
wood in this section, as it grows 
easily and rapidly in rich places, 
It will not do well on this sandy 
soil. TI have noticed that it does 
best in damp, black soil. I have 
also noticed that it does well along 
ditch banks or along streams. The 
tree seems to require quite a lot 
of water if it is to grow rapidly. 
I have noticed that there are quite 
a lot of these trees about over 
the country. We should not allow 
the first seed to waste this fall. 
There are a number of seed in 
eech orange or ball and each seed 


I would suggest that 
you spot some of these oranges or 


A dozen 


seed and if you will plant the seed 
from one dozen balls each winter 
your children will not go lacking 
for fence posts in the future. You 
might plant the seed in beds and 
then transplant the young trees 
or you might place the seed: where 
you wish the trees to grow. I’m a 
great believer in saving work and| 
for this reason I prefer to plant 
the seed where the tree is to grow. 
It will take more seed but I had 
rather get more seed than to do 
the moving of the young trees. 
And I also believe the trees do 
better if they are never moved, 
If you have* about an acre of 
good, rich hottom land which you 
would like to plant in these trees 
you could do so very easily by 
getting the seed and sowing them 
broadcast and then plowing them 
in as you would oats or rye. One 
acre in trees would last a long 
time as you could and would cut 
out the large trees first, which 
would give room to the smaller 
ones and the process would go on 
for several years. The trees would 
do well if they were from four 
to six feet apart and as they grew 
you could thin them out. Anh acre 
of good bottom land would carry 
about fifteen hundreds trees and 
you should get at least three posts 
to the tree. This would make 
4,500 posts from one acre of land. 
You might grow them thicker 
than this and you mighi get 
more than three posts from each 
tree, but I feel that you would do 
well to average this amount. You 
will find that these trees do best 
where they are thick. If you are 
to get several posts to the tree, 
they should be tall and straight 
If they are thick they will grow 
tall and straight and in just a

do for posts. It is 
the trees when they are about 
six or eight inches in diameter, 
as it is not best to split the wood 
if it is to last well. No one 
seems to know just how long a 
bodark post will last, as none of 
them have rotted down so far, I 
hear farmers claiming that they 
will not decay at all, while others 
say they will last a lite time, I 
know that they will last a long 
time and I’m convineed that this 
tree is the one to be used in the 
Tuture for posts. If any one should 
wish to plant a large place in 
these trees they can secure the 
seed in Middle Alabama, There 
are thousands of these trees in 
the central section of the State. 
They seem to grow wild up around 
Montgomery. You would not make 
a mistake to take a truck and get 
a load of these balls if you have 
the land on whieh to plant, the 
seed, You would be doing your 
neighbors a favor if you would 
bring in a truck load and divide 
them out among your neighbors 
who do not have a truck, If you 
do not have a piece of bottom 
land you might plant these seed 
on eréek banks or ditch banks in 
your pastures or even in your 
fields. This tree makes a fine 
post as it grows if you can make 
it grow where you want the post 
to be, but this is often hard to 
do, as the tree will not do well 
on dry, thirsty soil. T would like 
to see at least an acre in these 
trees on each farm in this section 
of the State. Unless we begin 
to plan for our children they will 
find it very difficult to exist in 
the years to come, 
* ” * * * 

I have been watching a plant 
for several years and I would 
like to comment on it, as I was 
not sure of its true worth to the 
farmers of this section, I'm still 
not sure as to its value as a 
legume plant but I’m very sure 
of one use to which we can put 
this plant. The plant is known as 
crotalaria, grows about waist 
high and has a cluster of yellow 
blooms on th’ top. I have been 
watching this plant with much 
interest but I have aot been im- 
pressed with its soil-building quali- 
ties. I’m not saying that it is 
not a good soil builder but i am 
saying that I have not noticed 
any glaring resuits from the use 
of this plant. I also notice that 
it grows in the late summer and 
for this reason it does not affect 
your crop. You can plant it after 
you lay your corn by and it will 
do well. The thing about this 
plant which has attracted my at- 
tention is its ability te produce 
foliage und its ability to grow 
enywhees. It will even grow in 
the bottom of a gully or a ditch. 
I have noticed it growing in the 
ditches by the roadside and it 
seems to do well even in these 
poor spots, It seems to me that 
we might use this plant to a great 
advantage in stopping washes and 
gullies. If we get the seed on 
the land it will continue to grow 
each year as it re-seeds itself for 
many years. If our gullies and 
washes had a good supply of seed 
planted in them they would soon 
be full of these weeds and as the 
soil is washed in it would catch 
up against these weeds and the 
wash would he checked in a few 
years. It might be advisable for 
us to go out and cut or break 
down some of the weeds so the 
sand would drift against it but 
this would not take much time. 
I can see a great service to be ren- 
dered by this plant if we will 
only take advantage of its use for 
the stopping of washes. I expect 
to watch its use in this section 
and I hope to tell you later wheth- 
er or not it is a real soil builder. 
I would advise each farmer in 
this section to secure some of the 
seed and try this plant out for 
stopping washes and gullies. You 
might also try it out as a soil 
builder as some farmers think it 
is very fine for this purpose. 

* * * * * 

I would like to suggest to the 
farmers in this section that they 
do not be hasty in selling peanut 
hay. Feed is scarce this year and 
it will be scarcer next spring than 
it has been for some time. The 
farmer who has some spare hay 
to sell next spring will realize a 
good price for it. Many of us 
are entirely too careless about 
saving our hay. We are ready to 
gell it in the fall for anything 
it will bring. My predictions in 
the past, as you know, have been 
about 90 per cent correct about 
things and I feel that you can af- 
ford to consider my guess on such 
matters. So hold your hay until 
next spring and it will bring you 
more than double what it is now 
bringing. Will you try it?
